F ortunetelling symbols. Maze¬ 
like designs burned into paper 
by the light of the sun. A sec¬ 
ond-rate detective novel whose 
pages bear cryptic visual messages. 
/These are a few of the elements 
found in “Sam Walker — Prints and 
Other Thoughts"’ an exhibition of 
28 recent works on view Sunday 
through Oct. 7 at two Oberlin sites: 
the Firelands Association for the 
Visual Arts (FAVA) galleries, 80 S. 
Main St., and the ICA hallway of 
L Oberlin Colleges Allen art building, 

I located at Main and Lorain Sts. 
“Every day we are bombarded by 
sophisticated advertising images, 
each calculated to force down our 
throats a very specific message,” 
says the exhibition’s curator, FAVA 
[ gallery director Susan Jones. “Here 
is someone who works in a more 
mysterious way, and whose work 
offers multiple meanings.” 

Included in the Oberlin show is a 
Japanese-style -folding screen — a 
wooden gridwork covered front and 
back with translucent rice paper. 
Across the front are overlapping 
photo-etched images of enormous 
human palm prints. As the light in 
the room shifts, the gridwork be¬ 
comes visible in silhouette, evolving . 
into a new, more complex configu¬ 
ration of forms. When the light 
moves behind the screen, a scatter¬ 
ing of small, mysterious symbols 
shows through from the paper on 
the back of the screen, adding an¬ 
other overlay of images to the de¬ 
sign. 

:“I had been using layered images 
in etchings before,” says Walker, 
“but printing one image on top of 
|'another "was'! making them too

dense. I wanted a translucence in 
the layering, which led me to the 
folding screens.” 

He also wanted to escape the 
“confinenment of the static rectan¬ 
gle” of wall-mounted prints. He has 
created an installation, titled 
“Museum,” that includes a sandbox¬ 
like enclosure filled with dirt, 
burned prints, old etching plates 
and broken artists’ tools. On the 
wall behind it a pendulum hangs in 
front of a large, dark, roughed-up 
print on paper. The open surface of 
the box is covered with a gridwork 
of strings, as if it were an archaeo¬ 


logical site. 

One set of works in the Oberlin 
exhibition is in a format that 
Walker has never tried before — 
artists’ books. “I’ve been accused in 
the past of making my work too 
oblique,” he says, “so in this show 
I’m including a reference section.” 

The dozen or so texts — “mostly 
philosphy books and cheap novels” 
— are hardly off-the-shelf versions. 
A viewer opening an oversized edi¬ 
tion of St. Thomas Aquinas’ “God 
and His Creatures” will find many 
of the 13th-century theologian's 
words missing, since Walker has cut 
a great square cavity into the mid- 
dje of the book. In this box-shaped 
hiding place is a dog’s plastic 
squeeze toy — a woman’s hand 
holding a tiny red biscuit. Semiotic 
irony? Anti-authoritarian subver¬ 
sion? At any rate, the toy squeaks 
.when squeezed. 

“Sam has an abiding interest in 
treasure maps, mystery tales and 
detective stories,” says Jones, “and 
that has something to do with how 
he structures his works. But with 
his works there is no single truth, 
and no single solution.” 

Walker has lived in Oberlin for 10 
years and has taught at Oberlin 
College since 1985. He has held solo 
exhibitions at the Lloyd Shin Gal¬ 
lery in Chicago, the Canton Art 
Institute and the Art Academy of 
Cincinnati. This is his first Oberlin 
show in seven years. 

An opening reception will be 
held at FAVA Sunday from 2 to 4' 
p.m. and Walker will give a gallery 


talk Sept.. 16 at 2:30 p.m., also at 
FAVA. 

FAVA’s gallery hours are Tues¬ 
day through Saturday noon to 4 p.m. 


and Sunday 2 to 4 p.m. Hours for 
the Allen art building are Monday 
through Friday 8 a.m. to 5:30 p.m., 
Saturday 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., and Sun¬ 
day 1 to 5 p.m. Admission to both 
sites is free.
